York to the Chicago Republican Conven- 
tion that nominated Goneral Garfield for 
President, ‘The three prominent candidates 
for the nomination were James G. Blaine, 
of Maine, who subsequently became Secre- 
tary of State; John Sherman, of Ohio, at 
that. time Secretary of the’ Treasury ; and 
Genoral Grant. Conkling and Arthur were 
zealous supporters of General Grant. Aftor 
several ineffectual ballots the friends of 
Sherman and Blaine combined against Gon). 
Grant and united their votes on Garfield, 
who was a member of the Ohio delegation 
to the Convention that supported Sherman: 
This combination nominated Garfield as the 
Republican candidate. In order to sccure 
for the ticket the. cordial attpport of the 
Grant men, the friends of Garfield allowed 
them to select the candidate for Vice. 
President... Through the influence of Mr 
“Conkling, General Arthur was selected. In 
the‘recent controversy between the Garfield 
Administration and Mr Conkling, General 
Arthur stood by Mr Conkling, to whose 
influence he owes all the public honour he 
has over received. If Mr Conkling, could 
have succeeded in retaining General Arthur 
} a8 Collector of Customs or in securing the 
nomination of General Grant for a third 
time tothe Presidency, ‘then General 
Arthur would never have len Vice-Pre- 
sident. In other words, General Arthur is 
indebted to President Hayea having dis- 
missed him from. office for now being the

fourth defendants were armed with fighting 
irons. . The first and fifth defendants held 
down the complainant, and the second and 
fourth hit him with the irons all over the 
body.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
‘REMISSION OF SENTENCES. 
To the Editor of the “Cuina Mart.” 
Hongkong, 2ist Sept. 1881. 

Sin,—In ‘your editorial of the “14th 
instant you call attention to the cases of 
certain prisoners recently discharged from 
Gaol by order of His Excellency the 
Governor, and you, comment . with’ some 
severity on H. E.'s action in the matter, 

I think it. right to inform’ you that, if 
any one is to blame in cunnection with the 
release of the prisoners in question, Iam 
myself as-much or perhaps more to blame. 
than . any ‘one else. - As “Acting Puisne 
Judge I presided at tho trial of the men 
Dogherty and Donnelly, and I. sentenced 
them toseven (not ten) years’ penal servi- 
tude cach. -You have correctly represented 
my view of the case’ and the reasons which 
influenced me to inflict zo very severe a 
sentence, The Chief Justice, Sir! John 
Smale,. however, advised me ‘that the 
sentences were far more asvere ‘than the 
practice of the Courts either here or /i 

ingiand would warrant_for—a-first-offence- 
Acting on that view I wrote officially to 
His Excellency the Governor, recommend- 
ing a remission of a portion of each sentence 
conditional upon the good conduct of the 
men in prison and provided that no offences 
of a similar. nature cropped up in the 
regiment. The conduct of the regiment 
has been at all times exomplary, the case 
in question: being an isolated ‘act neither 


preceded nor followed by others of asimilar 
character, and I presume that thu prison 
character ‘of Dogherty and Donnelly: hes 
been good. If anyone therefore isto blame 
in this case, I am the man. I inflicted o 
sentence 60 heavy that remission of part 
became a niatter of right and justice, and I 
recommended and urged that remission. 

In the second ease 1 was‘ again the pre- 
siding Judge. Four men were put on théir 
trial for robbery with violence of a very 
grave character. The evidence against the 

iret man was atrong and clear, and he was 
unanimously convicted. The © evidence 
against the fourth was ‘such’ that I could 
not allow it to go before the Jury, and I 
directed an uequittal. Tha evidence against 
the “second ‘and third prisoners ‘was such 
that although I myself would not have eon- 
victed upon it, considering the evidence of 
identity too doubtful, yet other persons 
might reasonably take “another view and 
cousider it sufficient. I therefore left it to 
the Jury with a strong expression of opinion 
ag to the worthlessness of Chinese. evidence 
of identity otherwise unsupported. The 
two men wore found guilty by a majority 
of one. I did not approve of the verdict, 
but I had nothing to find fault with in it, 
Sentence followed as of course,. and, all 
three being technically equally guilty, the 
sentence on each was the same: When 
addressing the Court-prior to sentence, the 
first prisoner adinitted his own guilt, but as 
emphatically protested the innocence of his 
companions in the dock. They also 
declared their innovence, and said that the 
Rlaintif had nade a mistake in theirregard. 

hisled me to reconsider. the whole case, 
and Tcame to the conclusion that the men 
were innocent and had fallen. victims to a 
common error of Chinese witnesses in ques- 
tions of identification, With this conviction 
‘on my mind I had but one duty to perform.
